in the year 1851 and 
in law by the Cumberland Universi- 
ty, of I,el>iinon, Tenn., in 1877. He 
immcdiatelv returned to this city and 
itegiin llie practice of his profession. 
He was at once elected City Attorney 
and continued iiisnid office until 1881 
and 1882. when he representetl Chris- 
tian county in the State Legislature. 
In that iKxly he was the undispute:! 
leader of the Republican side of tbe 
House and was vote«l lor by them for 
Speaker. He was recognized as one 
of the ablest, if not tlie ablest man in 
that body. It was the Hon. James 
Breathitt, of Christian county, who 
first introduced into tha: House a bill 
providing lor an eqiiilizatlon of the 
school tax lietwcen the white and col- 
ored children ol the State The bill 

was rejected, however, simply because 
it was introduced by a Republican and 
a similar bill, hut one introduced by 
Clarence U. McElory, of Warren coun- 
ty, was iNissed in its stead. He was 
again elected to the Legislature for 
1885-6 and was again the Republican 
caucus nominee for Speaker. From 
that time up to 1892 he was again 
City Attorney of Hopkinsville, each 
time receiving an almost unanimous 
endorsement, and that, too, without 
him ever making a canvass for the 
office. As a lawyer, every depart 
ment of the law considered, he is 
without an equal In Western Kentucky. 
He is a student, a close pleader and 
an eloquent advocate. As an orator 
he is without a superior in the State. 
A reporter of considerable reputation, 
who heard his oration at the unveil- 
ing of the Confederate Monument in 
this city, and on which occasion the
